In Spite of the Bad Weather

Ovoivoming nil kinds of obstacles, 
Xarberth 's 'Animal Spring Flower 
Show was held last Saturday afternoon 
and evening in Klin Hall. And what's 
more, the Show achieved a remarkable 
success. 

A decidedly backward season made 
impossible the exhibiting of many va- 
rieties, particularly in roses, and kept 
many regular exhibitors out of the 
Show. Then, as though not satisfied 
with what she had already done, Mother 
Nature "let loose" 30 hours of almost 
continuous rain, starting Friday after- 
noon and ending Saturday evening. 

But despite! all these handicaps, the 
Show was highly gratifying. The ex- 
hibits of peonies were as line as have 
ever been seen in a local show; in fact. 
there were some blooms that probably 
exceeded in size and beauty any here- 
tofore shown. This was especially true 
of the collection of white peonies ex- 
hibited by William (.'. Claghorn, which 
won first prize in this class. The ex- 
hibit of mixed peonies shown by Jo- 
seph F. Simpson, which won the bronze 
medal offered by the Pennsylvania 
Horticultural Society, in Class 35, and 
Mrs. Fletcher W. St'ites' exhibit, which 
won second place in the same class, 
were unusually line. 

In other years there have been a 
greater quantity of peonies exhibited. 
on account of more favorable weather 
conditions, but never hnvo the peony 
classes shown the skill of our local 
growers to a better advantage. 

Another exhibit deserving of special 
mention was the collection of iris en- 
tered by Mrs. F. W. Stites, which won 
first prize in Class 43. 

The silver and bronze medals offered 
by the Pennsylvania Society as first 
and second prizes in the special class 
for the best collection of roses, judged 
for quality and varieties, were won by 
William .1. .lones and Miss Miriam E. 
Ward, respectively. 

Special mention should also be made 
of the children's exhibits in the four 
children 's classes. There would have 
been many more entries in these classes 
— especially the two for wild flowers, 
if the rain had not interfered with the 
children getting out into the fields and 
woods both on Friday and again ui 
Saturday. All the more credit, There- 
fore, is due to those boys and girls who 
did exhibit in these classes, and espe- 
cially to those who won the .to. 00 gold 
pieces and the Thrift Stamps, for their 
exhibits were exceptionally good. 

The judges were .1. Otto Thilo, of 
Henry Dreer & Sons, and Fred .1. 
Michel, Jr., of the Henry F. Michel 
Company. S. Mendelson Median, of 
Thomas Median &• Sons, who was to 
have been the third judge, was pre- 
vented from reaching Narberth by a 
breakdown on his motor car.

AN ORDINANCE 

No. 190 



An Ordinance making it unlawful to 
make excavations in the streets or high- 
ways or otherwise open the surface 
thereof from the first day of December 
in any year to the first day of March in 
the year following. 

Tlie Council of the Borough of Nar- 
berth does ordain: — 

Section 1. That from the First day 
of December in any year to the First 
day of March in the year following it 
shall be unlawful for any person or per- 
sons or bodies corporate, or the servants 
or agents thereof, to make any excava- 
tions in the streets or highways of the 
Borough or otherwise open the surface 
thereof. 

Section 2. The Borough Secretary 
and the Highway Commissioner are di- 
rected to withhold the issuance of any 
and all permits for opening the surface 
of the streets or highways between the 
First day of December in each year and 
die First day of March of the year fol 
lowing. Nothing herein contained, how 
ever, to ureveiit the issuing of such per 
mils in the case of unavoidable acci 
dents or emergency requiring the imine 
diate repair of sewerage, water, gas, 
heating or lighting pipes. 

Section I!. Except as herein provid 
i'd. existing Utiles and Ordinance relat 
ing to the opening of streets and the 
issuing of permits therefor shall remain 
in full force and effect.

Burke, McLaughlin, Garland and 
Walters carried the township for Con- 
gressmen -at -Large; Biddlo, Kendrick 
and Mi-Grath ran lowest for Delegates- 
at -Large. 

Congressman Watson and Represent- 
ative Harold Pike were renominated 
without opposil ion. 

Numerous voters voted their prefer- 
ence for President of the Tinted States, 
but the choice was scattering. Edward 
R. Wood, tin- perennial candidate for 
President, received a good many votes, 
as his name was the only one printed on 
the ballot. Xniiies of General Leonard 
Wood, Herbert Hoover, William G. Mc- 
Adoo. Hiram Johnson and other leaders 
of 1 ki 1 1 1 parties were written in on Dem- 
ocratic and Republican ballots alike. 

Some difficulty was experienced in 
polling places because elected election 
officers were unwilling to serve on ac- 
count of the compensation, which for 
these times is becoming too small — a 
matter of $~> :i day. In the West Bryn 
Mawr district an inspector "went on 
strike," and in several other districts 
officials jnst failed to appear. 

For Supreme Court Judge. George 
Kunkel received 504 votes; Sylvester 
B. Sadler getting 473. William B. Linn, 
the only candidate for Superior Court 
Judge, got; 8*12. U. S. Senator Boies 
Penrose got S20. The vote for Charles 
A. Snyder for State Treasurer was 908, 
and that for S. S. Lewis for Auditor 
General was Sfl-t.
